. .WASHINGTON — President Bush on 
Saturday dismissed the announced changes 
in Iraq's government, saying “Saddam 
Hussein still appears to be calling the 
shots." 

The president told reporters, “There are 
some interesting cabinet shifts, ‘but nothing 
that appears to depart from support for 
. Soddam Husscin's policies.’! .in thelchonges : 
Baghdad announced earlier Saturday. 

Bush spoke with Turkish President 
Turgut Ozal at his side after the two 
returned to the White House from the

presidential retreat at Camp David, Md.. 
where they held talks earlier about peace 
efforts in the postwar Middle East. 

The Iraqi media reported Saturday that 
Saddam had named a new prime minister 
and deputy prime.minisicr.. and .reshuffled, 
other pillions. 

“1 would simply say that Soddom Hussein 
appears to still be calling the shots,” Bush 
told reporters. “As I have said before, 


normal relations with the United Slates 
cannot be effected with Saddam Hussein 
calling the shots, still in power.” 

Earlier, other administration officials 
called the Iraqi government changes purely 
cosmetic and "nominal at best," bocnusc. 
they represented a reshuffling of (he s.ime 
old faces. 

Bush praised Turkey’s role as an 
important ally throughout (he Persian Gulf 
crisis_and said he and Ozal had talked about 
Turkey's "specific military rcquircmcnis" In 
terms of further U.S. aid. 

“I hove a much clearer view of his 
finonciol problems today,” Bush said 


without elaborating on what ho was 
prepared to do for Turkey. 

The Turkish president praised Bush for 
"very exceptional leadership ability during 
the course of this gulf crisis." 

Bu.sh said he had received mixed reports 
on the Shiite Muslim rebellion in the south 
of Iraq. “Apparently the rebels arc still 


fighting hard," despite Saddam's c)aims to 
have put down the rebellion. Bush said. "1 
think it’s fair to soy there is cnormou.s, | 
consternation and turmoil in Iraq today and 
wc arc playing no part in that, but it shows 1 
think, greot unrest with the rule of Suddam 
Hussein."

The Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
generally accepted her account Wednesdoy 
without raising many of the unanswered 
questions.

“Wc hove (he ominous feeling that the 
department has already decided (o relocate 
Rocky Flats in Idaho," said Kerry Cooke, 
executive director of the Snake River 
Alliance, a statewide environmental peace 
group. “DOE hos o good idea of what 
present sites would best match up to 
operations." 

The Rocky Flats plant recovers plutonium 
and produces plutonium bomb triggers, key 
functions of nuclear weapons production. 
Plagued by environmemot problems and too 
close to Denver for residents’ comfort, the 
plant is partly shut down and due to be 
moved. 

Congress last week gave the Energy 


Department 60 days to come up with a plan 
,io.rclocDlc_thc-planl_wiihin_ihc,ncxt_ip_ 
'years. Along with construction of a New 
Production Reactor, the Rocky Flats 
relocation is at the heart of plons for 21st- 
century weapons production. 

Until recently the Idaho National Energy 
Laboratory was considered a research and 
development site specializing in reactor 
safety. Its only defense involvement has 
been the recovery of uranium from naval 
reactor fuel. 

"That doesn’t seem to be the direction the 
Department of Energy sees INEL going," 
Cooke said.

jooh stop bf itself. Cleon the wound 
gently .with soop ond wotor or 
hydrogen peroxide. Be sure to 
remove ony foreign materiol from 
the oreo. Kept roosonobly clean, this 
kind of wound will genoroljy heal 
its^F. 

if the bleoding does not stop, use 


direct pressure with a gauze pod 
and take the dog to the veterinarian 
os soon os possible. If the wound is 
very deep, very targe, very dirty or 
has become infected, you should 
also visit the veterinarian who will 
thoroughly cloon end suture the 
wound..

Wri^t sent ouLcariLs to 
the people scheduled to be taken ^off the 
list, except for those she knew to be de- 
ceased. 


"A lot of people called because they 
thought they had voted," Wright said. 

A number of people have come in' to 
register again. 

But 2,050 of the cards came back be- 
cause they were undclivcniblc. meaning 
thn«5t» people might have moved from the 
county. 

She is not sure how many people even- 
tually will re-register, but the number is

Senate to make weapons law clearer

• BOISE - The Senate voted Saturday to 
clean up-Idolio's concealed weapons law, 
which WO.S as.sailcd last year by sheriffs 
and the stale attorney general for iUs vague- 
ness. 

"We didn't do a very good job" with the 
original law, passed last year, said Sen. 
Bruce Sweeney, D-Lcwislon, sponsor of 
ihi.s year's bill. 

The new.legi.s1alion ha.s the 'support of 
law enforcement and gun owners. Sweeney 
said, and it passed the Senate 40-0. It next 
goes to the House. 

The Senate held a rare Saturday work 
'day in an effort to 'catch up on a backlog of 
bills so the session can end soon. 

But it held until the work week some 
major decisions. Including the public 
school appropriation, a 3-cenl gus tax in- 
crease and election consolidation.

Among other changes, the concealed 
weapons bill clarifies the language refer- 
ring to people who are not eligible to cany 
concealed weapons because of mental ill- 
ness. 

It also provides that the original license 
will cost S20 plus unspecified fees to cover 
processing, and it allows shcrifTs to keep 
the entire S12 renewal fee instead of shar- 
ing it with the state. 

The bill would allow people to carry a 
concealed weapon in a car or truck if it is 
disassembled or unloaded, and would give 
shcrifTs authority to revoke licenses for 
misuse, fraud in an application and other

If county loses park grant, others still possible

TWIN FALLS ~ Losing a $57,000 
grant from the suite Waterways Improve- 
ment Fund would not neccssorily imperil 
other gram money for the proposed Cen- 
tennial Park. 

llic Idaho Parks and Recreation Dep.irt- 
ment hns nqt announced yet whether Twin 
Fulls County will lose the money for the 
waterfront portion of the park, but .stale 
officials la.st week ;iskcd the county to 
withdraw the grant application. .The Coun- 
ty Commis.sion declined to do so. 

Ifthe county loses the grant, other mon- 
ey would be available. 

The Idaho Fish and Came Department 
lias offered the county a $15,000 grant 
and the county has applied for a state 
Land and Water Conservation grant as 
well. , 

The Fish and Game money would help, 
pay. for a road toThc Shake River to im- 
prove hunting and fishing access. The 
gnml is not tied to any particular type of 


boat use and pnibably will remain intuct, 
even ifthe $57,000 grant is lost. Fish and 
Game spokesman Stu Murrell said. 

”Wc basically indicated (that) any kind 
of boat use to provide access to hunters 
and fishermen would make the grant 
valid,” Murrell said. 

I'hc $57,000 grant, which was intended 
to help pay for a boat ramp, rest tuoins 
and parking lot along the Snake River, 
comes from boat ga.soltnc taxes and niusi 
be used for projects that primarily benefit 
molorboatcrs. 

Moiorboalcis have complained that they 
do not want their tax money used for a 
.park that bans water-skiing. But Murrell 
said people who fish arc being overlooked 
- in the argument. 

State Fish and Game studies show 75 
percent oflhc people who own molorbiKUs 
use them for fishing, he said. These peo- 
ple pay gasoline taxes. . 

"People who fish should be considered 
(by the Park.s Department) too.” he said. - - 

Murrci? said Fish and Game plans to 
improve the fishery at Centennial Park 


from the Perrine Bridge to Pillar Falls. 

The suite Parks Department might re- 
scind the $57,000 grant following the 
County Commission’s decision last month 
to'ban water-skiing and jet-skiing at Cen- 
tennial Park.

Part' of ihc oxygen depletion is the result of thick icc on the blue- 
ribbon irout water. TTic Idaho Deparhricnt of Fish and Game u using 
J-jiir compressors io infuse the water with oxygen, but the situation 
looks grim.

“The conditions .arc not 
good, but they have improved and stabilized.” 

About 600 dead fish were first discovered at the mouth of Hatchery 
Creek on March 18. .. 

Tlic icc blocks gas- exchange and keeps sunlight from reaching 
jiipialic plants, which need light to produce oxygen. The water is low 
from the drought and dead, decaying plants actually deplete the oxy- 
gcn.

ZAKHU, Iraq — Omar Sindi, a resident of 
Annandale, Va., doffed his blue blazer and 
gray flannels and donned the baggy pants and 
traditional checkered turban of his homeland 
before he crossed the Tigris River on' a raft 


from Syria and set foot in his native Iraqi- 
Kuidistan.'for th^ftrst time in 16 years. 


All around him here in thjs rcbcI-hcId por- 
tion of northern Iraq were the rip of automat- 
ic weapons fire, the flash of illumination 
flares, the stink of burning tires. 

But these were not the sights, sounds and 
smells of battle that has raged between rebel- 
lious Kurds and the Iraqi army since the 
forces of President Saddam Hussein were 
routed fiom their occupation of Kuwait last 
month. 

In fact, there is no sign of the army here, 
only signs that it once had been herc-empty 


observation posts, abandoned military equips 
ment. 

Omar Sindi, 32, aspiring civil engineer and ' 
son of a Kurdish guerrilla, had come home 
not. to fl{diting but to celebrations, for this 
was the eve of Nowruz, the traditional spring 
festival marking the new year for Kurds. 

Within minutes, he was spotted by “a sort 
of cousin” named Said Khalil, who soon was ■ 
recounting how he had led 'an attack on the 
headquarters of the hated Iiaqi secret police. 
“Now I'm driving the secret ebiePs car, or - 
would be if there was any gasoline,” Khalil 
said. 

By the time Sindi reached the secondary 
school building serving as guerrilla ' head- 
quarters, word of his return was out. Family 
and friends kept him up until 6 o.m. 

The reunions were joyful, but they brought 
back old times that were not. 

Sindi, os a teenage gucirilla, had fled to 


Iran in 1975 with thousands of other Kurds 
following the collapse of a rebellion against 
Iraqi rule. A patent, uncle was killed fight- 
ing the Iraqis during a 1978 uprising. Anoth- 
er uncle, he said, di^ as a result of torture in- 
flicted by Im^i secret ^lice. Sindi found 
himself wonying about 1^ father, once again 
fighting os a guerrilla against Iraq. 

In 1988, immediately after the cease-fire to 
the Iran-Iroq war, the Baghdad government, 
took revenge on Kurds for aiding Iran. About 
4,000 Kurdish villages were ra^ and hun- 
dreds of thousands of Kurds forced into relo- 


cation centers. Finally, the Iiaoi arm^ used 
poison gtts against other Kurdish villages, 


forcing the Kurds, to flee 'to ' neighboring 
countries. 

• ‘There isn't a family in Ir^i Kurdistan 
who has not lost at least one family mem- 
ber.’'

TWIN FALLS - Here are the stories 
' of two other PEER graduates: 

• Of the 480 people who have taken 
PEER since 1983, only 47 ore men. But 
Norm Brown of Shoshone, who took the 
program five years ago, says men may 
need the progi^ more than women. 

"There’s something about men that 
they don't admit they need help,” Brown 
says. “We just never admit there's any- 
thing we don't know." 

Brown, however, doesn’t fit that 
stereotype. He was drawn to PEER 
when, 'at 49, he had retired from the U.S. 
Forest Service on a disability. . 

After 25 years with the Forest Service, 
Brown moved to Shoshone where his 
wife.

Then, he saw an odvertisement for a 
job as a water resource agent with the 
Idaho Department of Water Resources. 
It intrigued him, he applied and got the 
job, ond Brown switched careers again. 

Years ago, people were sometimes 
look») down u^n for changing careers,- 
but now, most odults will go through 
several career shifts in their working 
lifetimes.

"Anybody who would say it's « 
resurrected — literary “masterpiece— 
would be lying." .said 'Joe Schork, 
classics professor u( the UriWersity 
of Mas.sachusctts in Boston.

whilc rooting through the Irish writ- 
er’s. archives at Cornell University 
Inst December, the literary commu-' 
niiy pricked up it.s ears. 

And because the poem is in Lalm. 
nn inaugural meeting of the Society 
ibr the Clu.s.sical Tradition was the 
ideal 'place for Schork to present his 
newfound treo.sure. 

"It's nut a serious thing, but it's • 
from the pen of the muster." .said 
Meyer Reinhold, classics professor 
and founder of the Institute for Clas- 
sical Tradition at Boston University. 
"Here is un author who's famous for 
the uses of the ancient world applied 
to new uses in his life -and his own 
world." 

The institute organized the soei* 
ely. which has 300 members in 26 
countries, to focus on clu.ssical top- 
ics and their' links l.q.modcm times. 

Joyce, known for his weighty and 
innovative novels early this century,

Two months ago. Campbell offi- 
cials in Camden. N.J., announced 
the fish processing operation would 
be shut down. Company nfficials 
said the clo.sure was pan of a mas- 
sive corporate restructuring. Earlier, 
Campbell said il hoped to sell the $2 
million Pocatello plant, hut there 
were no takers. 

"This all came together at the last 
minute."

WASHINGTON (AP) — World 
sugar production in 1990-91 is 
expected to exceed consumption for 
the first time in six years, an 
Agriculture Department report 
indicated Wednesday, 

Sept, 1 was'forccast at a record 110,7 
million metric tons, raw value, up 2 
percent from 1 989-90 and 770,000 
tons more than indicated in the 
department's November forecast. 

“This upward revision reflects 
improved production prospects in 
countries such as the United States. 
Dr07.il. the European Community — 
especially France and Germany, 
excluding the former East Germany 
• — Poland and Turkey." the report 


said. Increases in those countries 
were said to "more than offset 
• reductions” in the Soviet Union, 
Tiiailand. the Philippines and luji. 

World sugar consumption was 
forcca.st at a record 1 10.06 million 
tons, lip 1 ,5 percent from the revised 
estimate for 1989-90 and ‘fractionally 
below the November estimate. 

“Higlicr consumption in the United 
States. EC and several other countries 
offset-downward revisions in Braxil 
and the Soviet Union,” the report 
said. Officials said world prices for 
raw sugar in the Caribbean averaged 
8.88 cents per pound in January and 
8.57 cents in Februar'y, compared 
with 14.38 cents and 14.63 cents, 
respectively, a year earlier.
